For the help and aſsiſtance 
of all Chriſtian People, in all 


occaſions and neceflities. 
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© T is naturall for all men when they are 
S ftraitned withfears, or aQuall infelici. 
ties, to run for ſuccour, to what their 
» fancy, or the next opportunity pre- 
a ſents, as an inftrument of their caſe 
$ and remedy, Bur that which diſtingui« 
ſhes men in theſe caſes, is the choyce 
ef their Sanfuary : for torcly upon the Reeds of Agype, 
or toſnatch at the Bul-rufhes of Nilus, may well become 
a drowning man, whoſe Reaſon is ſo wholly inyaded and 
ſurprizcd by Fear, as tobeuſcleſſeto him In that confuf's 
ons But he whoſe condition (although it be ſad) is Rill 
under the Maſtery of Reaſon, and hath time to deliberate, 
unlefſe he places his hopes uponſomething that is likely to 
cure his miſery, or ar leaſt to eaſe it, By making his aff{ie 
&ien lefſe, or his patience more, does deſerye that miſery 
he groans nnder, Stripes and remedileſle miſeries are the 
lot of Fools, but AfliRions that happen to wHe men, or 
good men, reprefent indeed the ſadnefles of mortality, bur 
they become Monuments and adyantages of their Piery 
and Wiſdome, 

In this moſt unnatnrall Warre commenced againft the 
ereareſt ſolennities of Chriſtianity, andall that.js called, 
God, I haye been put toit to run ſomewhither to SanRu= 
ary 3 but whither,was ſo great aqueſtion, that had not Ree 
ligion been my guide, I had not known where to have 
found reſt or nn the King and the Laws,who by 
God and Man reſpeRively are appointed the ProteRars 
of Innocenge amd Truth, had Ro clycsthe greareſt necd 
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Af a Prote&or. And when in the beginning of theſe trou- 
bles I haſtned to His Majeſty, the cale of the King and His 
ood Subjes, vas ſomething like that of 7/aac, ready to 
be ſacrificed, the wood was prepared, the fire kindled, the 
knife was lift up, and the hand was ſtriking, that if we had 
notbeen ſomething like Abraham too, and againſt hope 
haye belceved in hope,we had been as much without come 
fort as we were in outward appearance without remedy, 

It was my cultome long fince to ſecure my ſelfe againft 
the violences of Niſcontents abroad, as Gerſon did againſt 
remptations, in angulis & libelis, in my books and my 
retirements : But now I wasdeprived of boththem, and 
driven to a publick view and participation of thoſe dan« 
gcrs and miſeries which threatned the Kingdome, and 
diſturbed the eavenneſſe of my former life. I was there- 
fore conſtrained to amaſle together all thoſe arguments 
of hope and comfort, by whichmen in the like condition 
were ſupported z and amongſt all the great examples of 
trouble and confidence, I reckon*d King David one of 
the biggeſt, and of greateft conſideration. For confide. 
ring that he was a King, vexed with a Civill warre, his 
caſe had ſo much of ours in it, thatit was likely the de- 
yotions he uſed might fit our turn, and his comforts ſys 
{tain us, 

And indeed when I came to look uponthe Pſalter with 
a neercr obſcrvation, and an eye diligent to eſpy my ad- 
vantages and remedies there depoſited, I found yery many 
Prayers againſt the enemies of the King and Church, 
and the miſeries of Warre. I found ſo many admirable 
promiſes, ſo rare variety of expreſſions of the mercies of 
God, ſo many conſolatory hymnes, the commemoration 
of ſo many deliverances from dangers, and deaths, and 
Enemies, ſo many miracles ofmercy and falyation, that 
I beganto beſo confident as to belceye there could come 
no atflition great enough, to ſpend ſo great a ſtock of 
comfort as was Jaid up in the treaſure of the Plalter: the 
hazing of S, Pay was here verified, if finne [and ay 
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gid abound, then did grace ſuperabound : and as wee 
beleeve of the Paſſion of Chriſt, it was ſo great as to be 
able to ſatisfy for a thouſand Worlds ; ſo it is of the com- 
forts of Davids Plalmes, they are more then ſufficient ro 
repair all the breaches of Mankind, Burt for the particul:x 
occaſion of creating confidences in us that God will de. 
tend his Church and his Anoynted, and all that truſt in 
him, againſt all their Encmies, (which was our caſe, and 
contained in it all our needs for the preſent) I found fo 
abundant ſupply, that of 150, Plalmes, ſome whereof are 
Hiſtoricall, many Euchariſticall, many Propheticall, and 
the rcit Prayers for ſeverall occaſions, ' 34. of them are 
expreſ]y made againſt Gods and our enemies ; Eleven 
expreſly for the Church,four for the King z that js, a third 
part of the Plalms relate particularly to the preſent occ2- 
fon, beſide many clauſes ofreſperſion in the other, which 
it colkeQed in one, would of themlelyes, be great argu= 
ments of hope to preyail in ſo gooda cauſe, 

This which experience taught me now, I was promiſed. 
before by a frequent teſtimony of the Doftors of the 
Church, who give the Pfalter ſuch a Charaer as is due 
to the beſt and moſt uſefull book in the whole World, 
viz, The moſt profitable of books: the treaſure of Holy 
inſtructions, conſummationem totins pagine Theologice, 
the perfeftion of the whole Scripture , ſo the ordinary 
Gloſſe calls it ; arma juvenum, payva Biblia, tribulat orum 
folatia, the young mans armory, the little Bible, the com- 
fort of the diftrefled, ſo others ; tobe ſaid by all men vp- 
on all occaſions, is the counſell of the moſt devour 
amongſt them, But concerning the Pſalter there are good 
words enough, and reall obſeryation of advantages in the 
ſeverall ace before the Commentaries upon the 
Plalms, fer forth by the Fathers, and Writers of the firft 
and middle apes. 1 leave the particular enumeration of 
them, to the learned Divines of our Church , to whom 
it is more proper ; the ſumme of them is Ww.s, which 
Tertullian alone hath cxprefled in bis Ayology againſt

the Gentiles, Onnes Bibliothecas, & ome monumenta 
xnius Prophet ſcrinium vincit, in quo videt ur theſaurus 
eollocatus efſe totins Fudaici Sacraments, & mae etiam 
z8ftri, this book alone of the Prophet David, hath in it 
fomne exccllencies beyond all the menuments of Learning 
inany Library whatſoever, andis the ſtore-houſe both of 
the Zewiſh and Chriſtian Religion. w,. 
Bur that which pleaſes me mot is the fancy of S: Hila- 
7y, expounding the Plalter ro be meant by the Key of 
David, ſpoken of by S. Foh# in his Revelation : And pro- 
perly enough z tor if we conſider how many myſtcries of 
Religion are open'd rous in the Pſalter, how many things 
concerning Chriſt, what clear varticinations concerning 
his Birth, his Priefthocd, his Kingdome, his Death, the 
very circumſtances of his Paſſion, his Reſurreion, and 
all che degrees of his Exaltation- more clearly and expli. 
citely recorded in the Plalter, then inall the old Prophets 
belides, we may eafily beleeve that Chriſt with a Key of 
David in bis hand, is nothing elſe but Chriſt fully open*d 
and manifefted to us in the Pſalmes in the whole myſt 
of our Redemption, Ones peve Pſalm Chnfti perſonars 
ſuftinent, faith Tertullian. Almoſt all the Plalmes repre- 
ſent the Perſon of Chrift. Now this Key of David, opens 
notonely the Kingdome of Grace, by Revyclation of the 
myſteries of our Religion, but the Kingdome of Heayen 
too, it being ſuch a ColleEion of Prayers, Euchariſt, a&s 
of hope, ot love, of parience, and all other Chriſtian ver. 
tues, that as the everlaſting Kingdome is given to the 
Heire of the Houſe of David, ſo the Honour of opening 
that Kingdome is given tothe hrſt Prince of that Family ; 
the Plalmes of his Father David are one of the beſt inlets 
into the Kingdome of the Sonne. Something to this pur- 
pole is that "—_ of one of the old Doors, Yox pſal- 
modie ſs refto corde dingatur, i tantum omnipotent: Deg 
aditym ad animun aperit, ut intente avime vel Prophe- 
ae myſieria, vel comprntiions ſpiritum inſundat. The 
ſaying or linging of Plalmes opens a way fo wide for 
vo God 
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God to enter into the hearc, that 2 devour ſoule does 
uſually from ſuch an imployment receive the grace 
of compun&ion and contrition, or of underſtanding 
Prophecies. 

Upon ſuch premiſes as theſe, or better, the Church of 
Godinall ages hath made Davids Plalter the greateſt part 
of her publike and private deyotions ; ſometimes divi= 
ding the Pſalter into ſeven parts, that every wecks devo» 
tion-might ſpend ir all. 

Sometimes decreeing that it ſhould be ſaid day and 
night, Otherwhile injoyned the recication of the whole 
Plalter before the celebration of the blefſed Szcrament 2 
and after ſome time it was made the publike office of the 
Church. 

It was the generall uſe of Chriſtendome, to ſay the 
Plalmes Antiphonatins, by way of verſe and anſwer, faith 
Sxidas ; and (0 ancient, that the Religious of S. Mark in 
Alexandria uſed it, (aith Philo the Jew 3 andS Ipnatize,or 
elle Flaviayns and Diodorys brought it firlt into) the 
Church of Antioch. 

And for the private Devotions, that they chicfly con. 
fiſted of the Plalmes we have great probability from the 
tri& requiring ir of the Clergy,and particularly fromthem 
who came to be ordained, great readinefſe of ſaying the 
Plalrer by heart. It was S. Hieroms counſel ro Ruſticys, 
and whenS. Gregory was to ordain the Biſhop of Axcona, 
his inquiry concerning his Canonicall ſufficiency was, it 
he could lay Davids Plalmes without book; and for a diſe 
ability of doing it, Zohn the Prieſt was reje&ed from the 
Biſhoprick of Ravenna. Bar this I conceive more relues 
to their private, then to their publick devotions, for T 
cannor think but that in reſpeR of the publick Lirurgy, ir 
ws enough fer Biſhops and Pricſtsto read the Plalm;the 
requiring abiliry to remember them was to ingage them 


to a frequent ule of ſo admirable devorions, in caci: pri- 
vate offices, 
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But the Pſalms were not onely of uſe to the Church, as 
they lay in their own poſition and form, but the deyout 
men of ſeverall ages drew them into Colle&s, Antipho- 
narics, Reſponſorics, and all other parts of their devoti- 
ons. Thcy madetheir Prayers out of the Plalms,their con- 
fcflions, their doxologics, their ejaculations for the'moſt 
par: were clauſes or periods of the Plalter. S. Hierome 
madea co!le&ion of choyce verlicles, and put them toge-= 
ther into their ſevcrall clafles, and that was much of his 
devotion ; the Colle&ionis fill extant under the Name 
of S. Hierome's Pſalter. S. Athanafius made an Index of 
the leverall occahions and matters of prayer and Eucha- 
riſt, and fitred Pſalms to each particular,.that was his de- 
yotion, the Pſalms intire as they lay, onely he made titles 
of his own, TI have ſeen of latter time a ſhort bymne of 
ſome cight verſes, which are indeed very choyce ſenten- 
ces out of ſeycrall Pſalms ſer together tomake a compen- 
dium of Liturgy or Breviary of our neceflity, and deyo- 
tions, colle&ed by S, Bernardine, it is a very good Copy 
to be followed, Bur if we look into the old Licargies of 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches, and where we will 
almoſt into the the private deyotions of the old Writers, 
we may tay of them in the expreſſion of the Prophet, Hay 
riebant aquas © ſontious Salvatoris, they drew their waters 
f:om thc fountains of our Blefled Saviour, but through 
the limbecks of David. 

But the praCtice of this deyotion I derived from a high- 
er precedent,cyen of Chrilt and his Apoltles : for before 
the paſſion imincdiarely, they ſung a Plalm, ſaith the Scri- 
pture, Hymno ditto, lith the vulgar Latine, having recited 
or ſaid a Flalm, But however it was part of Davids Plal- 
ter thatwas ſung, it was the great Allelujah, asthe Jews 
called ir, beginning at the 113, Plalme, ro the 119. cx- 
clul:vcly, part of thit was ſung, Bur this deyotion conti- 
nucd with our Blefled Saviour as long as breath was in 
him, for when he was upon the Croile, he recited the 
2.2, Plalme ad verbum, latch ike Tradition of the Church, 

ang 
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and that he began it, ſaith the Scripture, My God,my God, 
why haft thox forſaken me ? The whole Plalme is rather a 
hiſtory then a prediction of the Paſſion 3 and what Ter- 
tullian ſaith of the whole Plalcer is particularly verified of 
this, Film ad Patron, id et, Chriſtum ad Den verba 
facientein repreſeatat, it repreſents the Sonnes addreile to 
his Father, thar is, C:rilt ſpeaking rs God, Agiinſt the 
example of Chriſt it we confront the pratic? of Anti. 
chriſt, nothing can be ſaid greater in commend:tion of 
this manner of deyotion : for B. Hippolytys,in bis Oration 
of the end of the world, faith, thar in the days of 4m'i- 
cirilt, Pſa/morum decantatio ccſſabit, rhey ihall then no 
more ule the linging or ſaying ot the Pialmes; which when 
I had obſerved, without any further deliberation I fix'd 
upon the Pialcer, as the beſt weapon againſt him, whoſe 
comming we have great reaſon to belceve is nor far off, 
ſo great preparation is making for him, 

From the example of Chrift this grew to b2 a Practice 
Apoſtolicall,and their devotion came ex2&ly home to the 
likzneſle of the delign of this yery Book : they turd che 
Pialmes into Prayers. ol 

Thus it was faid of Part and Silrs, Af.ns. They pray= 
ed aPſalme, {o it is in the Greek ; and we have a Copy 
lett us of one of the Prayers or Collets which ti:cy made 
out of the bowels of the ſecond Plalme, it is in the fourth 
Chapter of the As, beginning at the 24. verſe, and ends 
at the 31. And nowl have thown the reaſons of my 
choyce, and the; precedents that I have followed. This 
laſt comes home to every circumſtance of my Book, I 
onely adde this, that ſince according to the inſtruction of 
our bleficd Saviour, God is robe wor{hipped in Spirir and 
in Iruth ; no worſhipping can be more true, or more ſpi- 
ricuallthen the Plalcer ſaid with a pure mindeand a hearty 
ceyotion. For David was Gods initrument to the Church, 
reaching and admonihing us (as our duty isto each © her) 
in P.almes and Hymnes, and ſpirituall Songs, an | the 

Spirit of Truth was tz Grand Dictator of wiat D azid 
 Virote'g, 
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wrote ; {o that we may confidently uſe this deyotion as 
the Churchof God ever did, making her addreflesto God 


meR frequently by the Plalms : ſo Prudentins reports the 
guilc of Chriſteadome :

Te voce, te canth pis, Hymn, 2, Cathemer.. 
Rogarecuruato genu, 

Fleado & canendodiſcimns. 


Thc Prayers which I have colleAcd out of the Plalms, 
xrenothing elſe, but the matter of the Plalmes put into 
:nother mood, and fitted to the neceſſitics of Chriſten- 
dome, and of our ſelyes in particular, according to the 
firit deſignation or ſecondary intention of the blefled Spi- 
rit : forthe uſe of them could not expire in the perſon of 
David, though firſt occaſioned (many of them) by his per- 
ſonaii neceſlitics : for all Scripture was written for our 
Jearning upon whom the ends of the world are come, 
Chaith the Apoſtle) and Chriſt, and his Apoſtles, and the 
Church of all ages, hath taught us by their example and 
precepts, that the purpoſes of the holy Ghoſt were of 
great extent, and the profits univerſall both for times and 
occahons: fo alſo were the Prayers which the Church 
made our of the Plalms,and ſung thern in her publick offt« 
ces. 9. Axftintound great advantages by ſuch devotions, 
2s himſclfe witneſſes 3 Cam remmiſcor lachrymas meas 
gras ſud ad cantus Eccleſie in primardiis recuperate fide 
mer, magnam inflituti hujus utilitatem agnoſco. When I 


call ro minde the many teares I ſhed when I heard the - 


Hymnes and Pſalms of the Church, I cannot but acknow= 
© ledge the great benefit of this inſtiruticn. 


Andyet beſides, the ſpirituall ſenſe of an aQuall deyo- . 


tion, which is'ſooner badinthis uſe of the Pſalms then of 
other Prayers, I have had a meditation that this manner 
of devotion might be a good Symbol and inſtrument of 
Communion berween Chriſtians of a different Perſwaſi- 
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on : For if we all would communicate in the ſame pri- 
vate deyotions, it were a great degree of Peace and Cha- 
rity. The Nicene Fathers in their zeale againſt Herelie, 
forbad their people to be preſent at the Prayers of Here» 
riques z and they had great reaſonſo long as they derived 
their Herefie into their Liturgy, into their very formes of 
Baptiſme : But I am much ſcandalized, when I ſee a man 
refale ro.communicate with me in off Prayers, even ſuch 
2s are in his own Breviary or Manual}, For me thinks it 
is ſtrange that the Lords Prayer it ſeIfe ſhould be unkal- 
lowed in the mouth of a Proteſtant, and yet the whole of= 
fice fromthe menth of one of their Prieſts, though never 
ſo wicked, though a Necromancer, a ſecret Jew, or any 
thing, ſo of their Communion, ſhall loſe no title of irs 
ſan&tity and value. So long as nothing of controverfic is 
brought into our Prayers (and certainly we may very well 
pray to God without diſputing) and Devotion is ncs 
made a party, he that refuſes to yoynwichme in what him- 
ſelf confeſſes trueand holy,uponpretence I am a heretick, 
will certainly prove himſelf a Schiſmatick. For true it is, 
a Heretick is to be ayoyded, that is in his temptation and 
in his berefie, juſt as a nororious Fornicator, an-Adulte= 
rer, a ſentenc'd drunkard, and no more, the Apoſtlesrute 
excommunicates all alike, with ſuch men- no not to ear, 
and thisrule cannot with ſo much eaſe and certainty bee 
putto green in the caſe of herefic,as in the caſe of drun- 
kennefle, becauſe herefie is as much harder to be judg?d, as 
the ſouleis more inviſible then the body, eſpecially if wee 
make hereſy to be an error,not in the greatarticles of faith 
only,but to conſiſtia minutes alſo,as all they do who refuſe 
to communicate with Perſons. dilagreeing even in 'the 
imalleſt article, 

But hee thar is ready to joynewith all the ſocieties of 
Chriſtiansin the world, in thoſe things whichare certainly 
true, jult and-pious, gives great probation that he hath ar 
leaſt, animum Catholicam, no Schilmaticall ſoul, becauſe 

he would aRually communicate with all Chriſtendome, 
it 
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if bow fides in falſo articulo, fincere perſwaſton (be it true 
or falſe) did not diloblige him, fince he clearly diſtingui- 
ſhes perlons from things, andin all goodthings commu. 
nicates with perſons bad enough in others. "This is the 
Communion of charity, and when the Communion of 
beleef is interrupted by miſperſwaſion on one fide, and 
too much confidence and want of charity on the other,the 
crring party hath humane infirmity to excuſe him, but the 
uncharitable nothing at all, This therefore is the belt and 
ſureſt way, becauſe we are all apt to be deceived, to be (in« 
cere in our dilquilitions, modeſt in our determinations, 
charitable in our cenſures, and apt to communicate in 
things of cvident truth and c9 elſe holinefle. And ſuch 
is this devotion ; the whole matter whercof is the Plalmg 
of David, and the prayers Symbolicall, and alike in fub« 
ſtance, and of the ſame expreſſion throughout, where it is 
not alcercd by circumſtances. 

So that I thought I might not imprudently intend this 
Book as an inſtrument of publike charity to Chriſtians of 
different confeſſions. For 1 ſee that all ſorts of people 
ſing or lay Davids Plalms, and by that ute, it they under- 
ſtand the conſequences of their own Religion, accepr (ct 
forms of prayer tor their Liturgy, and this torm in ſpeciall 
is one of their own choyces tor devotion ; fo thar it all 
Chriſtians, that think Davids Plalmes lawfull devotion, 
and ſhall obſerve the Collects from them to be juſt of the 
ſame Religion, would joyn inthis or the like form, I am 
ſomething confident the produtt would bc charity, bchdes 
other ſpiritua]l advantages, For my own particular, ſince 
all Chriſtendome is ſo much divided, and ſubdivided into 
innumcrable Sets, I knew nor how to vive a better evi- 
dence of my own belecf, ar] love of th: Communion of 
Saints, and deteſtation of Schiſme, then by an a& of Rt- 
ligion, whole con{:quence might be (ir men pleaſe) the 


advancement of an univeriall Communion, For in that * 


whichis moſt concerning, and is th: belt preſerver of cha- 
rity, I mean praQticall devotion and aCtiyc picty, the dif- 
terenccs 
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ferences of Chriſtendome are not ſo great and many, to 
make an eternal] diſ-union and fra@ure; and if we inſtance 
in Prayer, there is none at all abroad (ſome indeed wee 
have commenc'd at home, but) in the great divitions of 
Chriſtendome, none art all but concerning the obje& of 
our prayers and adorations, For the Sociniin: ſhuts the 
Holy Ghoſt from his Letanies, and places the Sonne of 
God in a lowcr form of addrefle. But concernino' him 1 
muſt ſay, as S. Paul laid of the unbeleeyers, phat have I 
todoe with them that are without ? un 

For this very thing that they-disbeleeve the article of 
theholy Trinity, they make themſelyes uncapable of the 
communion of other Chriſtian people of the Nicene 
Faith, and we cannot ſo much as joyn with them in good 
prayers, becauſe we are not agreed concerning the perſons 
to whom our devotions mult be addreſſed ; and Chriſten- 
domeneyer did ſo lightly efteema the article of the hol 
Trinity, as not to glory init, and confefle it publickly, 
and expreſle it in all our offices. The holy Ghoſt toge- 
ther with the Father andthe Son muſt be worſhipped and 
glorified. 

But fie all Chriſtians of any publike confeflion and 
goyernment, that is, all particularand nationall Churches, 
agree in the matter of praycrs. and the great obje&, God 
in the myſtcry of the Trinity, if the the Church of Rome 
would make her addrefles tro God onely, through Jeſus 
Chriſt our Lord, and leave the Saints in the Calendar, 


, Without drawing them into her offices (which they mighr 


doe without any prejudice to the ſuirs they ask, unlle 
Chrilts interceſſion without their conjunEure were im- 
pert.&) that we might all once pray rogether, we might 
hope for the bleſſings of peace and charity to be upon us 
all. 1 amſure they that have commenced this war againſt 


the King & the Church,firſt fell out with onr Liturgy,and 


 refuled ro joyn with us in our prayers : I have therefore 


a {trong perlwaſion, that if we were joynedin our prayers, 
we ſhould quickly beunicedin afleRions: and ro this pur- 
poſe

But that which I obſerved in all theſe, is, that the ce 
ſign ſeems alike, and they are a form of devotion made fa 
no private SeQt,but for the benefit of all Chriſtian peop!:, 
which the Author of the Autwerp Plalter declines in bi 
Additionall Devotions, where he brings in Letaniest

increaſe too, and that he would ſay a hearty Prayer, when 
his Devotion grows high and pregnant, for me and my
